SPEAKERS: Dr. Frank A. Pitelka 
SUBJECT: “POLAR ECOLOGY” 


Dr. Pitelka, who is a Professor of Zoology at the 
University of California at Berkeley and Executive 
Chairman, Miller Institute for the Basic Sciences, has 
been associated with the Arctic Research Laboratory 
for 17 years. His research has been mainly concerned 
with animal ecology and a particular interest the 
study of the short-term cycle in lemmings and an 
attempt to discover the central meaning in the opera- 
tion of tundra communities. Lemmings, small rodents 
of circumpolar distribution, belong to the genera 
Lemmus and Dicrostonyx, being four or five inches 
long with a very short tail, furry feet and small ears 
and tawny yellowish the prevailing color. 

Kodachrome slides taken by Dr. Pitelka in north- 
ern Alaska will precede a twenty-minute film in color 
produced by the University of California Extension 
Film Production Unit.

MORRISON PLANETARIUM 

“THE OTHER 99,999,999,999” continues in the 
Theatre of the Stars through February 25. A star is 
not just a star.

single and double —a host of fascinating variations 
and characteristics. Like people, stars are made of 
the same stuff — yet different.

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Picrorep ABOVE is an architect’s 
rendering of Cowell Hall, now under construction, 
as it will be seen from the entrance ot Steinhart 
Aquarium. The building is of glass and cement, 
integrally colored, with a light sandblast finish to 
co-ordinate with the adjoining North American and 
Simson African Halls. The expansive courtyard is of 
tinted exposed aggregate. The Fountain of Whales is 
surrounded by a wide band of ochre brick in a basket 
weave pattern. The inner area next to the pool, in 
which four streams of water will play, is of grey 
river rock, and the seat around the fountain itself 
is of the same material as the building. 


Metal handrails lead down to the exhibit and 
buffet area below the main loggia. The top floor will 
house the new administrative offices. Surrounding the 
entire courtyard are lighting standards topped with 
glass spheres. 


The architect for the structure is Milton T. Pflueger 
of San Francisco, and the contractor is MacDonald 
& Nelson, Inc., of Oakland. Estimated completion 
date is March 1969. The new Cowell Hall has been 
made possible by a gift in the amount of $1,550,000 
from the S. H. Cowell Foundation of San Francisco.
